“IT am a forest conservationist first 
last and all the time,” said Jack 
‘Miner, the noted wild-life: advocate, 
in a recent interview. “A man 
eouldn’t run fast enovgh to give me 
a home where the trees are already 
grown. I want to grow my.own. I 
have siudied the woods all my life, 
and while 1 have never read any 
books on forestry, I have done some 
tall thinking and studying in the 
woods themselves. In the last. ten 
years I have planted fully ten thofis- 
and trees on my own place at Kings- 
ville, Ontario, and I just want to say 
that I consider it one of the most im- 
portant and satisfying jobs I have ever 
done.

Virgin Islands Have 
Three-Year Drought 


Petition U.S, Government For Money 
To Bui.d Reservoirs 


The Virgin Islands; which the 
United States bought from Den. 
mark in 1917, have suffered greatly 
in the last three years from lack ot 
rain, Both the sugar cane and the 
cattle industry, on which the prospet- 
ity. of the islands largely depentis, 
have boen near complete fatlure, and 
the commerce of the islands has been 
at alow ebb. The islanders are ask 
ing Congress to appropriate money for 
a system of dams and reservoirs to 
presérve the islands from future mis- 
haps of the kind.

" Broilers. . 

Many poultry growers do not con- 
sider that special feeding of broilers 
is necessdry. They think that because 
the chickens are young that they will 
be tender and consequently they take 
them from the range and market thein 
as they are. Such methods tend lo 
retard the demand for poultry meats. 
A consumer. who gets a broiler that is 
hard and stringy is not inclined to ord- 
er another, but if he gets a broiler 
that has been properly fed in confine- 
ment for from ten days to two weeks 
the quality will be such that he will 
want more. . To properly finish either 
fowls or broilers they should be crate 
fed. Nothing but soft feed should be 
used and to get the finest quality it is 
necessary to mix the mash with sour 
milk, in the proportion of about three 
pounds of milk to two pounds of grain. 
A mixture of equal parts of finely 
ground oats and con-meal is one of 
the best.feeds but other. grains may 
be used if lower price or more easily 
obtained. 

A little salt added to the feed -will 
make it more palatable and the fowt 
will eat more. Do not over feed for 
the first day or two, as the birds will 
go off their feed and will lose weight
